The Applicant amended the independent claims as follows, as noted in quotations: 

- claim 20 was amended to include "a drug dispensing apparatus coupled to a catheter and adapted to deliver biologically-active agents 
via the catheter to the body" and a closed loop control circuit coupled to the sensing circuit, to the stimulation circuit, "and to the drug 
dispensing apparatus configured" to control the stimulation circuit "and the drug dispensing apparatus", 

- claim 31 was amended to include "means for dispensing a biologically-active substance to the patient" and means for performing 
closed loop control of the stimulation means "and the means for dispensing" to provide the stimulation "and administer the biologically- 
active substance", and 

- claim 32 was amended to include "a drug dispenser including a catheter adapted to dispense a biologically-active substance to the 
patient".
